Some industry members continued to wait
impatiently for the results of the Russian inspector visits. Trading moderate on frozen mechanically separated turkey for export and tom
full-cut wings for domestic shipments, balance light. For domestic (fresh): wing meat with skin 117-121 mostly 117-118, scapula 120,
breast trim 128 cents delivered. For export: frozen thigh trim with bone fragements 28, fresh thigh meat 85, frozen destrapped tenderloins
